‘Now 
if this respondent power “ to exercise exclu. 
sive, legislation, in all cases whatsoever,” 
over the peaple of thie tërruones of the Umted 
States was intended to be given to Congress, 
here was a very appropnate place to have m- 
troduced ıt. The distinction made by these 
two distinct proyisions between the power of 
“exclusive legislation màll cases whatsoever” 
m the one case, and the power of merely “dise 
posing of, and making all needfut rules and 
regulations respecting the territory, and other 
property belonging to the United States” in 
the other, precludes’ the idea that the same 
powers were intended to be conferred upon 
Congress by both these provisions. , 

The power of the Federal government to 
make treaties and to declare war, and by con- 
sequence the nght to acquire territories, 
would carry with them the mght of soye- 
reignty over the acqured territories, But it 
does not follow that such nght of sovereignty 
could be greater than the sovereignty of the 
United States and the separate States; and. 
greater than the powers conferred upon thé 
Federal government itself. However supreme 
the Federal government may be within sta’ 
appropriate sphere, it ought to be remem- 
bered that it 1s a demeted government and that 
certain nghts are “reserved""—kept back, 
not given up, but left to the States, or ‘(to 
the people,’ where they are not organized 
mto a State. „We hold that the rights re- 
served by the constitution to the States or to 
the people, are personal rights, that attach to 
and follow the person of the eitizen; and 
that wherever he treads upon American soil, 
protected and. governed by the constitution of 
his country, his reserved rights are in full 
force and vigor, and that these reserved rights 
are the same precisely in every part of our 
country, and are not merely local rights that 
are left behind him, when the citizen 828 
from one part of his country to another, 


They are sacred and inalienable rights that 
belra ov uun wow nan Ud A ize mat fie 


has never delegated tothe Federal govern- 
ment, and that he cannot, and does not forfeit, 
by merely exercising the nght to pass from ore 
part of hisown country to another, The nght 
to change his domicil is x natural and inalien~ 
able right of the citizen, and when he does sé 
from one portion to another of his equally 
free country, he does not, hke a criminal, pay 
a penalty for it, That the Federal govern- 
ment has the nght to exercise all the powers 
of government over the territories that have 
been delegated to at by the sonstitution, to 
the same extent that those powers are exeér- 
cised over the States, would seem to be clear; 
and that a judicious and wise exercise of such 
powers wouid give the government as full, 
ample, and complete control.over the territo» 
ries as it has over the States; and that its 
nghts-would be equally as welt protected in 
the one case asin the other, from the very 
nature of thingé, would seem to be the dic- 
tate of the plaineet commonsense, The peo- 
ple of the territories are as honest, patriotic, 
and ought to be as free m relation to the 
power to regulate their own internal and so- 
cial relations, as the people of the States. 
They could certainly exercise no powers dele- 
gated to the general government, tind the 
remedy against illegal enactments by the terri- 
tories would be just as easy-as against illegal 
State legislahon. Congress could readily 
give the right of appeal from the territorial 
courts to the courts of the United States. 


The extent to which writers have ‘carned 
the powers of Congress to govern the people 
of the territories without their consent, in all 
their relations external and internal, is dange- 
rous to liberty—discreditable to the fathers 
and statesmen of the Revolution—eubjecting 
them to the imputation either of imbecihty or 
insincerity, and as calculated to lead to nume 
berless abuses, and ultimikiely to appression. .
